Brooxtrn, N. T., Feb. 2.—If the evidence of 
Tilton yesterday was terrible mental laceration 
for Beecher, that of to-day must have been a 
still more exquisite pang. The threshold only 
of Tilton’s story was crossed yesterday, and to- 
day the world was shown from chamber to cham- 
ber in bis house of horrors. An air of most 
» hopeless Bolemnity found expression in Beecher’s 
face. He looked like a State inal arraigned 
for high treason. He never led; talked lit- 
tle; wrote none at al: and wes evidently the 
subjectof a hundred contending emotions. Mrs. 
Tilton bad a hectic flush on her cheeks — the 
token of some consuming fever; and Mrs, 
Beecher glanced at her husband's enemy stonily 
asever. Gen. Tracy was absent, engaged, it is 
said, in preparing the opening speech for the 
defense. 

THE COUNT JOANNES, 
The proceedings to-day were much enlivened 
by the unexpected appearance of George, Count 
Joannes. He sat with the reporters, a baleful 
frown upon his face, and his wig glistened with 
inexpensive unguents. The Judge regarded 
him with marked annoyance, while Tilton's law- 
yer laughed at Whe ludicrous result of Evarta’ 
unfortunate allusion to the Count in yesterday's 
proceedings. The noble George delivered him- 
self of a characteristicaliy extravagant speech, in 
which Beecher, Evaris, Porter, and the Judge 
himself were all claimed as personal friends, aod 
during which Beecher entered. The great de- 
tendant was much puzzled by the Count’s ap- 
pearance, that distinguished member of the no- 
bility being a stranger to him. 
LITTLE RALPH'S PARENTAGE. 

Tilton’s testimony was coutinuourly dramatic. 
There was a deathly hush when the witness, 
with a jerky voice, unfolded the history of the 
terrible meeting with Beecher to decide the 
question of little Ralph's legitimacy. A cynical 
incredality, if it can be so called, possessed ‘ 
every face as the details of that unparalleled in- 
terview were related. Beecher looked palsied 
by shame and anguish, à crimson flush as usual 
on his features, and he sat bolt upright, in 
deviation from his ordinary leaning, negligee 
Mrs. Beecher smiled with clinched 
teeth. Mrs. ‘ilton screened her face with a fan ; 
the other ladies bent their heads. A general 
sigh of relief rap around the audience when the 
description of that fearful debate was finished. 
TILTON'’s RELATIONS TO THE WOODHULL AND 


BOWEN. | 

The next point in Tilton’s testimony was a 
definition of his relations to the Woodhull. 
THis seemed like broad comedy after the tragical 
features of the preceding episode. Mrs. Tilton 
apparently enjoyed the suggestion that she was 
once looked upon as an effectual agent to re- 
strain Woodhull. She put her fan up to her 
face and laughed almost merrily. Beecher pre- 
served a serious expression, but his wife joined 
Mrs. Tilton in a smile, though it was a smile of 
bitterness.

EXECUTING THE GAG-LAW.” 

The infamous law of the last session of 
Congress, concocted by Senator CarRPEnrER 
and Bren Butter, but which has been unjust- 
ly called the Ponanp law,“ is about to be 
tested in the courf&. Some time last year a 
Mr. BunLL, who was af Washington acting as 
a correspondent of the St. Louis Republican, 
was employed by one of the proprietors of 
the Detroit Free Press to forward special 
matter to that paper. In the course of this 
latter duty he received information from one 
of the House Committee Clerks of certain ir- 
regularities in the personal deportment of 
Senator CHAN IXI, involving alleged inebria- 
tion, which information, being reduced to the 
form of a narrative, he forwarded to the Free 
Prees, where it was published. Subsequently 
Senator Saenmax, who was mentioned as 
cognizant of the fapts, in open Senate denied 
the truth of the allegations respecting the 
intoxication, etc. Soon after, BUnzL was ar- 
rested on a charge of libel, and the hearing 
was postponed from time to time, until at last 
the prosecution was dropped. Bux. has 
since then returned to St. Louis, where he 
now resides, being employed on the Repubdiic- 
an newspaper. | 

Since Senator Cuanpienr’s defeat before the 
Legislature of Michigan and his return to 
Washington the prosecution has been re- 
vived, and from the Attorney General's office 
has been issued orders to the United States 
Marshal of Missouri to notify Bux. that he 
would be wanted at Washington. The formal 
warrant for his arrest has not been issued 
yet, and when itis the validity of the law 
will be tested. 

Subsequently, when it was charged that the, 
Pol Aw law was intended to silence the Press, 
as evidenced by the arrest of Bunz, Senator 
Canrextse, in his place in the Senate, de- 
nied that the law had any application to libel 
suits or was enacted for or had any applica- 
tion to this case of Buzix. The prosecution 
of Bunt was dropped until after the elec- 
tions, and at those elections Ponaxp and 
Burzn were rejected by their Republican 
constituents for their part of this gag-law 
business. Since then CARD has been in 
like manner rejected, and the case of Can. 
Nr, who really had more to do with the 
infamous law than any other person, and 
may be called the father of it, is now on tri 
in Wisconsin. He asks to be re-elected 
vindicated in his attack upon the liberty of 
the Press. 

Since the Sedition law of Jon Apams, there 
has been no such attémpt upon the liberties 
of the people. Even that law, while provid- 
ing for the criminal prosecution of any per- 
son publishing scandalous matter iff reference 
to executive officers or members of Congress, 
required that the offender should be indicted 
and tried at the place where the publication was 
made. But the Canpenrer-Burier law au- 
thorizes the arrest of a publisher at the place of 
his residence, and transportation to and trial 
at Washington City before a packed jury of 
Department clerks or dead-beats, and a court 
which exists from day to day at the pleasure 
of Congress, and which, during the last ff. 
teen years, has been abolished and reorgan- 
ized for no other purpose than to get rid of 
Judges who were objectionable to Congress, 
That is a terrorism that the authorities of the 
old Sedition law did mot dare to establish, and 
was invented for the occasion by the repre. 
sentative of the free people of the State of 
Wisconsin. 


It is possible that the publication in the 
Detroit Pree Press concerning Senator Cuan. 
DLER was untrue or greatly exaggerated, and 
that the House Clerk who furnished Bunt 
the information knowingly and .maliciously 
falsified ; but that paper is published at the 
residence of the Senator, and no place so ap- 
propriate for such a prosecution as in the City 
of Detroit.

wherever found and carried there by force to 
be tried and punished. This is a construo- 
tion given to the constitutional provision for 
the rendition of fugitives from justice “‘who 
hall flee from justice and be found in anoth- 
er State that was uniteown to the laws un- 
til the fearless exposure of the crimes and 
gorruptions of Congressmen and others in 
the press of the country brought the faith- 
less, criminal officials face to face with their 
outraged ¢onstituents. What was the cow- 
ardly remedy? The remedy.proposed and 
forced through Congress was to silence and 
overawe the Press by providing for the 
gummary arrest of any editor in any 
United States, his removal 
to Washington, in irons if he resisted, 
and trial and imprisonment there, for the al- 
leged offense of publishing in his paper in 
Wisconsin, Texas, Michigan, or California, a 
reflection upon the personal or official con- 
duct of some salary-grabber, back-pay stealer, 
or gag-law defender. Under this law the 
editor of the Fond du Lac Commonwealth 
conld have been arrested any day, during the 
last six months, and on the plea that he was 
a “ fugitive from justice” could be carried to 
Washington, tried, convicted, and punished 
for libels on Senator Carpenter. 

When the formal arrest of the reporter 
ByxLL has been made, —he being the first vic- 
tim under the Carpenrer-BuTLEB press-gag 
law,—the case will be tested before the Conrts 
of the United States, and it will be determined 
whether the rights and liberties of a citizen, 
and the freedom of the whole American press, 
can be legislated away in order to protect 
‘corrupt or libertine Senators and Represent- 
atives from criticism and censure for per- 
sonal and official crimes against the public 
interests and against public order and mo- 
rality.. 


THE BEECHER TRIAL. 
It may well be doubted whether the court 
‘annals of any country have produced a scene 
which in impressiveness, solemnity, and ab- 
sorbing personal interest, can equal that 
which occurred when Turoporz TILrox on 
Monday entered the witness-box and con- 
fronted Hewny Warp Beecuzr and Exizi- 
pera Turton to testify for the first time 
under oath before the judicial tribunal to 
the truth of that terrible statement which 
has traveled over the whole Christian 
world on the wings of rumor and in 
‘the columns of the press. Look at the 
group! On the one hand, Mr. Brronrn, 
ostensibly a servant of God commissioned 
to save the souls of men, the, foremost 
preacher of his time, arrived at that age 
when the passions cool ind men give their 
thoughts to the great change which is so near 
them, standing at the bar of justice, charged 
with the seduction of a woman whose mar- 
riage ceremony he had celebrated, whose 
children hedhad baptized, and who had looked 
up to him for spiritual consolation and guid- 
ance ; Mrs. Tron, the alleged victim of his 
seductive art and eloquent persuasion, whom 
he led to ruin; Mrs. Bon, stern and 
silent, as she has been ever since the black 
cloud of this scandal first darkened her house- 
hold; Mr. Brems sons, who have grown 
d enough to know the hature of the 
charges against their father in their full bear- 
ing and to feel the keenness af the disgrace 
which threatens their home; and, fringing 
this memorable group, their friends and the 
members of that powerful organisation on 
| Brooklyn Heights whose probable existence 
hangs upon the Verdict, and who, therefore, 
bring to Mr. Bron a moral support nearly 
irresistible and overwhelming in its power 
and influence. On the other hand, a young 
man of bright intellect and brilliant 
promise, whose life began full of hope, 
but upon whose head the curse of 
Mephistopheles has fallen, for every flower 
that he has touched has withered, and he sits 
in the desolation of a clouded home. This 
young man stands alone in the witness-box, 
with few and feeble friends about him save 
the man who held his secrets so long and 
vainly sought to shield him from the storm, 
and tells the story of his wrongs, pouring it 
into the ears of the woman who has deserted 


him, and the man whom he charges with hav- 


ing wrecked his life, like a stream of molten 
“ava, with his eyes fastened upon those two 
who dare not or will not meet the gaze. Has 
justice ever looked down upon such a scene 
before, and will justice triumph at last in this 
contest which we may well believe is watched 
with eager interest even by the powers of 
Good and Evil ? 

The spectator of this struggle whose issues 
must be so momentous to one or the other 
party can now only assume that either Mr. 
Triton is telling the truth or a falsehood. 
There is no middle course; no decision 
which can be arrived at by compromise ; no 
grounds for the possibility of a hallucination. 
The terrible narrative, given slowly and de- 
liberately and with the nicest circumstan- 
tiality in detail; of the interview between 
Burcu and Tron; of the reading of the 
‘confession of Mrs. Tru ron giving the details 
of the manner in which her pastor accom- 
plished her ruin; of the interview at Movt- 
rox's house, the offer of Brno to go out 
of public life; his violent outburst of poign- 
ant grief; his statement that he was on the 
edge of hell,—all this black picture is either 
awfully true or awfully false. It passes the 
bounds of human comprehension to believe 
that itis part true and part false, or that 
Tropen Tron is laboring under some 
dreadful mistake. If it is true, then 
never was man more wronged than Turon; 
never was man more cruelly outraged, and 
never was there such a wolf in sheep's cloth- 
ing; such a sleek, consumimate hypocrite and 
arrant knave as this silver-haired priestly 
prowler in the folds where he has charge. If 
it is false, then is Mr. Bexcuxr most cruelly, 
horribly wronged, and infamously, wickedly 
slandered; then in all suffering womanhood 
there has never been a victim so foully in- 
jured, so basely and cowardly smitten down 
as Exmaseta Turton; then never has man 
before so nearly allied himself to the fou 
fiend as has Turrow. The wanton, insidious 
Mephistopheles himself, sneering at virtue 
and making wreck of inngpence, might stand 
abashed and acknowledge himself surpassed 
in vileness and baseness. 

Upon what possible theory can this testi- 
mony be explained except either that it is 
true or false? It passes belief that all this

WILD SCHEMES OF EXPENDITURE. 

The condition of affairs in Congress is ex- 
traordinary. The Secretary of the Treasury 
reports that on the Ist of January the public 
debt had been increased four millions for the 
expenditures of the preceding mont, and 
again on the Ist of February there is another 
large inerease of the debt. The Committee 
of Waysand Means are holding daily ses- 
sions in which measures to accommodate the 
revenue to the expenditures are anxiously 
discussed. In addition to the monthly in- 
crease of the debt, the Treasury is largely in 
arrears to the sinking fund. While this 
Committee is thus deliberating how to in- 
crease the taxes to meet current expenses, and 
out down expenditures, and stop the increase 
of the national debt, another Committee of 
the same House is maturing a bill directing 
the Secretary of the Treasury to indorse the 
bonds of Tou Scorr’s bankrupt wild-cat rail- 
way companies to the amount of one hun- 
dred and twenty-five millions of dollars, and 
to pay the interest thereon, six and a quarter 
millions of dollars, annually, in gold, for 
forty years ! 

Another Committee of the same House, with 
a knowledge of the sore straits and embar- 
rassment of the Treasury aud of the necessity 
for increased taxation to keep the wheels of 
Government revolving, proposes to begin the 
improvement of the Ohio River, from Pitts- 
burg to Cairo, by artificial works, and dams, 
and other contrivances, which, if practicable, 
will cost $150,000,000. But even the Scorr 
subsidy and the Ohio improvement are 
eclipsed by a series of resolutions to be re- 
ported to the Senate, which propose that in 
addition to the ordinary appropriations for 
rivers and harbors there shall be appro- 
priated a sum sdequate for the beginning of 
the following named works, to complete 
which will cost at the lowest the sums affixed : 

The improvement of the Mississippi River 
from St. Paul to New Orleans, $100,000,000. 

Mouth of the Mississippi, $10,000,000. 

The construction of the Wisconsin, Fox 
River, and Hennepin Canals, $25,000,000. 

The improyement of the Ohio River, 
$100,000,000 to $150,000,000. 

The improvement of the Kanawha River, 
and the completion and enlargement of the 
James River Canal to Richmond, 61238, 
000, 000. : 

The excavation and other improvement of 
the Tennessee River from its mouth to its 
headwaters, and the construétion of a canal 
over the mountains of Georgia and Alabama, 
and its extension by slack-water navigation 
to Savannah and Mobile, $100,000000 or 
more. ‘ Pa 
The improvement of the Missouri River 
to its headwaters, including making 
navigable the Yellowstone and other rivers, 
$75,000,000, or double that sum. 

The improvement of other rivers and con- 
struction of other canals to be added to this 
scheme, $150,000, 000. 

While the Secretary of the Treasury is una- 
ble to meet current expenses, has to borrow 
money to pay the interest on the public debt, 
while the Committee of Ways and Means are 
devising new taxes to enable the Secretary to 
pay his way, the Senate is proposing to begin 
now the appropriations necessary to com- 
mence a series of internal improvements 
which are to cost, at the lowest estimate, 
$800,000,000, Where is the money to come 
from to begin even this stupendous series of 
jobs, of which, except the improvement of 
the mouth of the Mississippi River and per- 
haps one other work, every item proposes a 
waste of money on impracticable and useless 
schemes ? . 

If the Senate seriously proposes to commit 
the country to any such wild measure as this, 
let it treat the country fairly by proposing 
with the bill a direct tax to produce the rev- 
enue to carry iton. Let Congress have the 
courage, when they propose to éxpend the 
people’s money by drafts of hundreds of mill- 
ions, also to inform the people that to raise 
this money to expend on these works a direct 
tax must be levied. Let Congress not seek to 
evade the responsibility. Revenue can only 
be raised by taxation. Let Congress, there- 
fore, levy a direct tax for this special pur- 
pose on the farms, and houses, and real es- 
tate of tle whole people to meet the vast ex- 
penditure. To appropriate the money and 
notdevy the tex 1s rank cowardice and crimi- 
nal legislation, The people are willing to 
pay for all they want; and the best test 
whether they want to spend a hundred mill- 
ions of dollars for damming the Ohio and dig- 
ging te Missouri, for constructing a steam- 
boat canal in the mountains of Virginia, and 
as much more in Alabama and Georgia, etc., 
is to let Congress levy a direct tax to raise the 
money for those purposes, and then wait for 
the popular response at the next election for 
Senators and Representatives.

- TOM SCOTT IN TROUBLE. 

A day or two ago it was confidently predict- 
ed that Tom Scorrt’s subsidy scheme was like- 
ly to be reported favorably by the Senate 
Committee and to pass that body. This san- 
guine anticipation was suddenly nipped in 
the bud, it now appears, by the publication 
in the New York Sun of a series of docu- 
ments and letters relating to the Memphis & 
El Paso Railroad. This was the original of 
the Texas Pacific Road. The scheme was 
devised by Jom ©, Fremont, who pro- 
posed both to get subsidies from Con- 
gress and to raise money on bonds in 
Europe. The story of the 
adventure has already been told. It had 
for a denouement the sentence of Gen. 
Fremont to several years’ incarceration for 
obtaining money under false pretenses, passed 
upon Fremont in contumacio since he pre- 
ferred to remain in this country rather than 
go to France to serve out the sentence or con- 
test its justice. Several of Gen. Faemont’s 
colleagues in the scheme are now engaged in 
carrying out thé conclusions of French jus- 
tice. The operations of this corporation on 
this side of the water now appear to have 
been of a similar nature to those of the Credit 
Mobilier. Congress was probably worked 
upon in much the same manner, viz.: by dis- 
tribution of stock among members. Unfor- 
tunately in the case of Credit Mobilier the 
nature of the beast was not exposed until it 
had made all the havoc possible. The 
railroad had been constructed and the 
Government credit had been pledged. The 
exposure only served to show the villiany of 
the scheme, and to hold up some of the 
principal conspirators to public obloquy. But 
the case will be reversed with Mr. Scorr and 
Texas Pacific. Here the raiders upon the 
Public Treasury will come before Congress 
after having started out in the same way 
Credit Mobilier started out. It is hardly to 
be expected, in the face of such an exposure, 
that the Senate Committee will report favor- 
ably to the subsidy now, even if they had 
intended to do so; and if they do the scheme 
will not be sanctioned by the Senate itself. 

In the House there is still another reason 
why the Scorr subsidy will not receive a ma- 
jority vote. At least we cannot see how this 
can happen unless a large number of the 
Representatives openly stultify themselves, 
and also expose themselves to the strong sus- 
picion of bribery. Early in the present ses- 
sion the following resolution, offered by Mr. 
Horman, of Indiana, was passed by the 
House : 

Resolved, That in the judgment of this House, in 
the present condition of the financial affairs of the 
Government, no subsidies in money, bonds, public 
lands, or any pledge of public credit, should be 
granted by Congress to any associations or corpora- 
tions engaged or preparing to engage in public or pri- 
vate enterprises, and that all appropriations from the 
Public Treasury ought.to be limited at this time to 
such amounts only as shall be imperstively required 
by the public service. 

The vote on this resolution was 149 yeas to 
75 nays. Every Congressman who voted for 
it is morally pledged to his constituency and 
the country to oppose every subsidy scheme 
which comes before Congress. There are 292 
members of the House. If, therefore, every 
member were in his seat, and every man 
who voted against this resolution and every 
man who failed to vote on it one way or the 
other should be marshaled in favor of the 
Tom Scorr subsidy, it could only receive 143 
votes, or several less than the requsite ma- 
jority. But, as there were only 75 members 
who dared to place themselves on record 
against the Hozman resolution, it is fair to 
assume that this is about the proportion of 
the House which cares to fly in the face of 
public sentiment on this subsidy question.

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EXPORT OF ALCIHOL. 
The exportation of alcohol from the United 
States to Europe, which amounted to about 


42,000 barrels in the year 1873, has now | ~ 


dwindled down almost to the zero point, and | **>: 


the domestic trade is correspond ngly de- 
pressed, as a consequence of an inadequate 
demand to meet the increased product on. 

The distillers attribute this change in the 
condition of things to a ely recent 
construction of the law under which alcohol 
had previously been exported. The new 
ruling, made lust July, was to the effect that 
the bonds required from both the inland ship- 
per and the party exporting from the sea- 
board shall be given on real estate, such 
bonds not being released till the receipt of 
a certificate from from the ‘Consul at 
the port of landing that the- goods have 
been delivered on foreign soil. The real es- 
tate feature, combined with the length of 
time that the property is held as security, 
form an effectual check on the business of 
exporting and the production of this impor- 
tant article of manufacture ab the contem- 
plation of which the most staid prohibition- 
ist might leap for joy. 

In the first place, it is stated that the par- 
ties in New York who have hitherto been 
most active as exporters are foreigners,— 
mostly Greeks,—whose whole capital is in- 
vested in the business, and to whom the laws 
of the State of New York do not hold out 
very ‘powerful inducements to buy real estate 
with their spare cash, if they have any. 
Hence they cannot give the required security 
themselves and find it almost impossible to 
obtain it from others, as the expenses which 
attend the operation are more than 
equal to what would otherwise be 
the profit of shipment. Hence some of 
these firms have already decided to leave the 


) business, and the rest are waiting idly for a 
| change that will permit them to meet the 


European demand for alcohol. 

The Western distiller finds it equally im- 
possible to operate under che new raling. He 
may give a bond equal to his entire capital 
on one consignment if he can find an East- 
ern party who is able to do the same thing, 
and must then waif for returns before 
he can repeat the operation. How long 
this waiting may last can be inferred 
from the statement that on one lot 
of 500 barrels, exported more than a year ago, 
the bonds in Chicago have not been released ; 
and a suspicion of irregularity has not even 
been hinted in the case. The total amount 
of bonds exacted on that lot of alcohol was 
in the neighborhood of $125,000. At that 
rate, the annuab exportation of 10, 000 
barrels, which is Chicago’s share in the busi- 
ness, would keep $2,500,000 worth of unin- 
cumbered real estate continuously locked up 
in bondage, in addition to the capital 
required to perform the process of manu- 
facture. Well may the distillers ask, ‘* Who 
is sufficient for these things? 

It is hinted that the regulation, which is 
evidently vexatious and is claimed to be 
unnecessary as a means of protecting the 
Government Treasury from loss, was insti- 
tuted expressly as a prohibitory measure 
partly to put the whole tax into the Treasury 
of the United States, and partially to benefit 
the shipping interest, by enabling them to 
carry out the more bulky corn instead of the 
more condensed extract. This is probably 
incorrect; but it does seem that the regula 
tion is prohibitory in its character, while 
the statistics of the trade show that the 
American consumption of about 70,000,000 
gallons annually has not been increased since 
the business of exporting was stopped. The 
only result thus far is an over-production, 
as the increase in the distilling capacity of 
the country which was induced by the open- 
ing up of new avenues of trade have been 
kept employed. Hence there is a glut at the 
leading centres, and a depression of prices to 
a point which the distillers say does not pay 
the expenses of manufacture.
